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B. AMENDMENTS TO THE CLAIMS

is requested. 

Claim 1 (Currently Amended: A method for selectively displaying mirrored site 
addresses in a n electronic mail communication, comprising: 

responsive to receiving an electronic mail communication addressed to a 
particular recipient from among at least one intended recipient at a n electronic mail 
client at a client system communicatively connected to at least one network with a 
plurality of mirrored site addresses each providing separate access to a same 
selection of information for a part i cu l ar r e c i p ie nt from among at le ast on e i nt e nd e d 
r e cip ie nt , transmitting by said electronic mail client a separate signal to each of said 
plurality of mirrored site addresses to detect whether each of said plurality of mirrored 
site addresses is accessible to said client svstem via said at least one network : 

detecting a selection of accessible site addresses for said particular recipient 
from among said plurality of mirrored site addresses from which a separate return 
signal is received at said client system responsive to said separate signal 
transmitted to each of said plurality of mirrored site addresses : and 

displaying only said selection of accessible site addresses in a display of said 
electronic mail communication to said particular recipient.

Claim 3 (Currently Amended): The method according to claim 1 for selectively 
displaying mirrored site addresses further comprising: 

detecting whether said particular recipient is privileged to access each site 
address from among said selection of accessible site addresses; and 

indicating in said display of said electronic mail communication whether said 
particular recipient is privileged to access each site address from among said 
selection of accessible site addresses. 

Claim 4 (Currently Amended): The method according to claim 1 for selectively 
displaying mirrored site addresses further comprising: 

detecting whether [[a]] said client system receiving said electronic mail 
communication is compatible with a resource located at each of said selection of 
accessible site addresses; and 

indicating in said display of said electronic mail communication whether said 
part i cu l ar client system is compatible with said resource located at each of said 
selection of accessible site addresses.

Claim 6 (Currently Amended): The method according to claim 1 for selectively 
displaying mirrored site addresses wherein detecting a selection of accessible site 
addresses for said particular recipient further comprises: 

detecting said selection of accessible site addresses for said particular 
recipient in a browser executing on said client system responsive to detecting a 
request to access a[[n]] site address from among said plurality of mirrored site 
addresses. 
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Claim 7 (Currently Amended): The method according to claim 1 for selectively 
displaying mirrored site addresses further comprising: 

detecting said plurality of mirrored site addresses embedded within said 
electronic mail communication. 

Claim 8 (Currently Amended): A system for selectively displaying mirrored site 
addresses in a communication, comprising: 

a data processing system for accessing a t least one network: 

said data processing system further comprising: 

means, responsive to receiving via said at least one network an electronic mail 
communication with a plurality of mirrored site addresses each providing separate 
access to a same selection of information f or a particular recipient from among a 
plurality of intended recipients, for transmitting a separate signal to each of said 

plurality of mirrored site addresses to detect whether each of said plurality of mirrored 
site addresses is accessible to said data processing system via said at least one 
network: 

means for detecting a selection of site addresses accessible to said particular 

recipient from among said plurality of mirrored site addresses from which a separate 
return signal is received at said data processing system responsive to said separate 
signal transmitted to each of said plurality of mirrored site addresses : and 

means for only displaying said selection of accessible site addresses in a 
display of said electronic mail communication to said particular recipient. 

Claim 9 (Canceled). 
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Claim 10 (Currently Amended): The system according to claim 8 for selectively 
displaying mirrored site addresses further comprising: 

means for detecting whether said particular recipient is privileged to access 
each site address from among said selection of accessible site addresses; and 

means for indicating in said display of said electronic mai l communication 
whether said particular recipient is privileged to access each site address from 
among said selection of accessible site addresses. 

Claim 1 1 (Currently Amended): The system according to claim 8 for selectively 
displaying mirrored site addresses further comprising: 

means for detecting whether [[a]] said data processing system c lie nt syst e m 
receiving said electronic mail communication is compatible with a resource located at 
each of said selection of accessible site addresses; and 

means for indicating in said display of said electronic mai l communication 
whether said particu l ar s aid data processing system c li ent system is compatible with 
said resource located at each of said selection of accessible site addresses. 

Claim 12 (Currently Amended): The system according to claim 8 for selectively 
displaying mirrored site addresses further comprising: 

an electronic mail client executing on said data processing system for 
detecting said selection of accessible site addresses for said particular recipient from 
said electronic mail communication . 

Claim 13 (Currently Amended): The system according to claim 8 for selectively 
displaying mirrored site addresses further comprising: 

a browser executing on said data processing system for detecting said 
selection of accessible site addresses for said particular recipient responsive to 
detecting a request to access a[[n]] site address from among said plurality of mirrored 
site addresses. 
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Clam 14 (Original): The system according to claim 8 for selectively displaying 
mirrored site addresses further comprising: 

means for detecting said plurality of mirrored site addresses embedded within 
said communication. 

Claim 15 (Currently Amended); A computer program product for selectively displaying 
mirrored site addresses in a communication residing on a volatile or non-volatile 
computer readable medium comprising instructions which when executed on a 
computer system cause the computer system to . compr i s i ng : 

a r e cord i ng m e d i um; 

m e ans, r e cord e d on sa i d r e cord i ng m e d i um, responsive to receiving an 

electronic mail communication addressed to a particular recipient from among at 
least one intended recipient at an electronic mail client from which said particular 
recipient accesses said electronic mail communication at a client system 
communicativelv connected to at least one network with a plurality of mirrored site 
addresses each providing separate access to a same selection of information fe^-a 
p a rt i cu l ar r e c i p ie nt from among at le ast on e i nt e nd e d r e c i p ie nt , transmit by said 
electronic mail client a separate signal to each of said plurality of mirrored site 
addresses to detect whether each of said pluralitv of mirrored site addresses is 
accessible to said client system via said at least one network : 

detect a selection of accessible site addresses for said particular recipient 
from among said plurality of mirrored site addresses from which a separate return 
signal is received by said client system responsive to said separate signal 
transmitted to each of said plurality of mirrored site addresses : and 

m e ans, r e cord e d on sa i d r e cording m e dium, for display[[ing]] only said 
selection of accessible site addresses in a display of said electronic mail 
communication to said particular recipient.

Claim 17 (Currently Amended): The computer program product according to claim 15 
for selectively displaying mirrored site addresses wherein the computer-readable 
program when executed on a computer further causes the computer to: furth e r 
compr i s i ng:

particular recipient is privileged to access each site address from among said 
selection of accessible site addresses; and 

m e ans, r e cord e d on sa i d r e cord i ng m e d i um, for indicate[[ing]] in said display of 
said electronic mail communication whether said particular recipient is privileged to 
access each site address from among said selection of site accessible addresses. 

Claim 18 (Currently Amended): The computer program product according to claim 15 
for selectively displaying mirrored site addresses wherein the computer-readable 
program when executed on a computer further causes the computer to: furth e r 
comprising: 

m e ans, r e cord e d on sa i d r e cord i ng m e d i um, for detect[[ing]] whether a client 
system receiving said electronic mail communication is compatible with a resource 
located at each of said selection of accessible site addresses; and 

m e ans, r e cord e d on sa i d r e cording m e d i um, for indicate[[ing]] in said display of 
said electronic mail communication whether said particular client system is 
compatible with said resource located at each of said selection of accessible site 
addresses.
